WARSAW, March 7.—[By the Asso- 
elated Press.J}—The allegations of a 
Germano-bolshevik intrigue for an in- 
vasion of Lithuania, primarily in 
the German interest, published by 
Slove-Russian language newspapers 
here, include the charge that 36,000 
Germans have been concentraied in 
East Prussia, prepared to invade Lith- 
uania.

PARIS, March 7.—Appearance of a 
British squadron in the Golden Horn 
aroused the fears of the French that 
Great Britain is about to spring a sur- 
prise and seize Constantinople like 
D’Annunzio grabbed Fiume. Careful- 
ly worded dispatches uttering warn- 
ings of riots and troubles which may 
develop in Constantinople following 
overthrow of the Turkish cabinet have 
been sent to ndon by the admiral 
commanding the squadron. These, it 
is believed, may be intended to camou- 
flag occupation of the city under the 
mask of proteetion to fercigners. 
The French and Itafiaif 
aro centempiating sending battle: 
squadrons to Censtantinople. 
Simultaneously news of the fmassa- 
cre of 15,000 Armenians by the Turk 
troops tends to give color to reports 
that the situation is highly critical in 
Constantinople. 

Leng Coveted by British. 
It is recalled that charges often 
were made Great Britain supported the 
first Russian revolution because she 
wished to escape the pledge made by 
her when war was declared that Rus- 
sia would get Constantinople. 

After the armistice, when it seamed 
the United States might accept a man- 
date under the league of nations, the 
Constantineple question lay dormant, 
but since it became evident America 
would not take a mandate in the east- 
ern hemisphere the British have been 
juggling, trying to get the world’s 
crossways into their hands.. 

Changes on Mandate, 

The French bitterly opposed Great 
Britain's efforts to get a mandate, and 
so did Italy. The French then backed 
the Italian claime fer a while, and 
Great Britain swung back to the Greck 
claims for a mandate. Clashes between 
the four nations arose over other 
points, and it was seen this plan was 
unreasonable. 

It is intimated the British may use 
the present excitement in Constantino- 
ple as a pretext to land marines; or- 
dering the troops there to “ keep or- 
der.” Meantime a new cabinet would 
be under obligations to the British, 
and therefore acceptable to London. 


a PLAN TO SCARE TURK | 


LONDON, March 7.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.]—The proposed *allied 
military control of Constantinople is 

to be an occupation in the sense 
i, that term usually implies, ac- 
cording to the peace conference plans, 
which, however, have not been fully 
matored. 

The idea of the conference, it is in- 
dicated, is to impress upon the Turks 
that the world will not tolerate massa- 
eres, such as those of the Armenians 
in Cilicia last month. Threats have 
failed, so the allies plan to make a 
military demonstration at Constanti- 
nople. Great Britain, France, and 
Italy are agreed that quick action iy 
necessary. 

The allies have enough. troops in 


| Turkey to control Constantinople by 


force, but the allied premiers appear 
convinced that when the Turkish goy- 
ernment realizes the allies “ mean busi- 
ness” the situation will be clarified. 
Reinforcements Available. 

Allied reinforcements are arriving tn 
Turkey this week and mere wil] fol- 
low. Present weather conditions in 
Cilicia are unfavorable to a military 
operation, but the allies are agreed that 
the French nrust retrieve quickly and 
at any cost their recent losses in 
Cilicia; lest the Turks think the allies 
are tired of fighting.

“In view of the leader’s advice,” the 
Daily Mail tinues, “it is hoped the 
new bill wifl be accepted substantially 
by Ulster, but it is possible the council 
will recommend the inaigsion of the 
whole of the province in the area of 
the northern parliament, instead of six 
counties. 

“Sir Edward Carson further said he 
believed that any form of home rule 
was bad for the country, but it must 
be remembered that the home rule act

Ransom for 
War Veteran 


E} Paso, Tex., March 8.—Joseph Wil- 
liams, an employé of the American 
Sme.ting and Refining company plant 
at Pedricena, Mexico, is a captive in 
the hands of Francisco Villa, held for 
$50,000 ransom. 

Williams, who is an American citi- 
zen, served in the world war, and, suf- 
fering from the effects of German gas, 
was returning to the United States for 
treatment when the northbound Mex- 
ico City-Juarez train, on which he was 
traveling, was held up Thursday morn- 
ing near Corralitos, Chihuahua, 400 
miles south of El Paso. | 

Guard Battles in Vain. 

In a battle between Villa's men and 
the train guard ten of the bandits and 
nineteen of the train guard were slain 
and the remainder of the defenders, 
fifty in number, either wounded or 
driven off. 

The train and Pullman car conduc- 
tors were among the dead, the latter 
being killed by a shot from Villa's 
pistol. | 

When the re | ceased the bandits 
herded the passengers to a small hill 
near the track where Villa harangued 
them and threatened them with death. 
Later, according to eyewitnesses, he 
broke into tears and told them he 
would spare their lives out of respect 
to the memory of Gen. Felipe Angeles, 
who recently was exeouted by the Car- 
range authorities at Chihauhau City. 

Villa told the passengers he wag not 
a bandit but that he was fighting for 
civil hberty and to avenge the death of 
Angeles, In the course of his talk he 
said trains would not be permitted to 


run, 
Take American with Them. 

Williams and an Arablan merchant, 
M. Nasar, were foreed to accompany 
the bandits when they rode away, leav- 
ing the balance of the passengers ma- 
rooned in a desolate country, bereft 
of their belongings and many of them 
without their clothing, which had been 
taken by the robbers. 

According to R. J. Peltier, an Amer- 
ican citizen resident of Mexico City, 
who was roughly handled and threat- 
ened with death, the bandits numbered 
about 300. They stopped the train by 
placing a charge of dynamite on the 
tratk which wrecked the engine.

Promptest, fullest, and friendliest ex- 
change of commodities between newly 
created states, wfthout artificial bar- 
riers;

Discourage Artificial Adjustment. 
The manifesto takes cognizance of 
the depreciated exchanges throughout 
the world, and expresses the belief that 
artificial means of restoring normal 
rates would only delay the final nat- 
ural adjustment. It expresses confi- 
dence that foreign credits will be avail- 
able as soon as the allies have restored 
confidence in their financial and com- 
mercial enterprises. 

Necessity for helping Germany with 
credits and raw materials is recognized, 
but the manifesto insists that Ger- 
many’s total indemnity be detérmined 
immediately so the nations involved 
may cease working out their economic

- United States to preserve the terri- 
torial integrity and independence of 
other nations.

RED CROSS UNITS 


GENEVA, March 6.—Acting upon an 
appeal by Arthur J. Balfour, as pres!- 
dent of the council] of the league of 
nations, the board of governors of the 


league of Red Cross societies, in ses-

the following resolution: 

“ We, the delegates forming the gen- 
eral council of the league, declare our- 
selves in full sympathy and accord 
with the suggestion made by Mr, Bal- 
four. 

“From our own survey and study 
within part of the affected districts, we 
must declare, however, our conviction 


that any voluntary aid, to become ef- 


fective, can only follow the provision 
of such essentials zs food, clothing, and 
transportaticn, which must be given if 
the peoples are to live dnd be restored 
to a Condition of self-support, the need 
of which is so vast that it cannot be 
given by voluntary organizations, but 


|'must be supplied by governments. 


TO FEED EUROPE 


Governments Must Aid. 

“ Therefore, Be it resolved that, upon 
assurance from the league of nations 
that food, clothing, and transportation 
will be supplied by the governmenrts, 
the league of Red Cross societies shall 
at once formulate plans for*the im- 
mediate extension of voluntary relief 
within the affected districts, and shall 
appeal to the peoples of the world 
through the Red Cross organizations 
for doctors, nurses, other necessary 
personnel, medical supplies, and such 
money as may in their judgment be re- 
quired for operation, calling upon the 
various countries through the Red 
Cross organizations.” 

Sir Arthur Stanley said that Mr. 
Davison had informed the board of 
directors of a contribution from the 
American Red Cross of $500,000 for in- 
vestigation purposes, and that this

with Mr. Balfour’s request. 
Balfour Paints Horrors. 

In his letter to Mr. Davison, urging 
action by the Red Cross organization, 
Mr. Balfour pointed out that the rav- 
ages of disease had reached appalling 
proportions in central Europe, and 
that medical appliances and medical 
skill were lacking to cope with the 
horrors that had to be faced. 

“The catastrophe is of such unex- 
ampled magnitude,” continued Mr. Bal- 
four’s letter, “that no organization 
less powerful than the league of Red 
Cross societies seems adequate to cope 
with it.

Cumming of the United 
States public health service warned 
upon his arrival here today on the 
steamship Baltic. 

Gen, Cumming declared that “ sani- 
tary and health conditions all over Eu- 
rope are bad,” and that the foreign 
health officials “are not ag yet able 
with their facilities to combat diseases 
that threaten public health,” 

“A new form of sleeping sickness has 
also become epidemic in Vienna,” he 
added, “and a careful watch should 
be kept over the admission of this 
disease, about which but little is known 
yet.”

Failure of the police to confront 
Dorsey Chambliss, Negro policeman, 
with the statement of Bertha Wiebeck 


in her presence before she died at the 
county hospital, a victim of delin- 
quency to which he is alleged to have 
contributed, may result in the failure 
of the prosecution. of the case, ac- 
cording to a statement made by State’s 
Attorney Moyne. 
Says Death Balked Move. 

Lieut. Paul W. Duffy of the Cottage 
Grove avenue~ station, replying to 
Hoyne, declared he had made every 
possible effort toward obtaining a good 
case against the policeman. He assert- 
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[tain the dying statement of the 16 
year old girl at the county hospital, and 
that it was 4 o’clock in the morning 
before the girl’s story was finished. 

“At 5 o'clock I arrested Chambliss 
and questioned him regarding the girl's 
charges,” he said. “ Bertha died short- 
ly afterward.

Chambliss made a statement yester- 
day derlying he ever had known the 
little girl from Pawnee Rock as Bertha 
Wiebeck until he was stripped of his 
star and arrested. Up to that time, 
he said, he had known her as “ May 
Woods.” He sajd he first saw her 
when she was living in the home of a 
Negro wosnan; 
South State street. The Ross woman, 
he said, asked -him to induce the 
“ Woods ” girl to move among her own 
people.

REVISION OF THE TREATY. — 
A Paris cable from Tur Trisune foreign news 
service reports that “powerful influences are at 
work in England, Italy, and even France for re- 
vigion of the treaty of Versailles, and students of 
the situation assert drastic changes will be made in 
the text within another year.” i 
The condition of Europe, we think, clearly in-: 
dicates this. The treaty of Versailles simply is not 
working; at least not as Americans hoped the re 
sults of the conference would work. It is not pro- 
ducing pdace. It is, if we have any ability to fore- 
cast the working of forces, preparing a new war 
more disastrous than that which has just ceased. 
More and more clearly, thinking men in all coun- 
tries are beginning to realize that the present 
peace is not only not peace but not even prepara- 
tion for peace, . It is in fact a recess, a calm of ex- 
haustion, during which the forces which made the 
late War are preparing another. 
* Confronted with accumulating proofs of the de- 
fects and dangers of the adjustments arranged at 
Paris, the responsible statesmen already must be 


_ considering corrections and remedies. It is by no 


means certain that they can shape events or direct 
the forces which dictated the present treaty. There 
is hope in the natural recession of war passion 
and bitterness and perhaps in the change of per- 
sonnel of governments. But the problem is com- 
plicated and difficult in the highest degree and 
skepticism is not easy to avoid. — 

Upon such a situation the United States would, in 


our opinion, be not only foolish but culpable to 
enter without reserve. There is not a revelation of 


the European conflict, political, social, or economic, 
which does not emphasize the wisdom of the de- 
mand in the senate for reservations. The Ameri- 


can public, moreover, is waking to the gravity of 


our proposed commitments and to the danger and 
difficulty of the European situation. We believe, 


. therefore, that if the senate cannot agree to accept 


the Lodge reservations, no further cencessions 
should be made by the majority. The United States 
in such event will at least retain its freedom of 
action throughout the period of experimentation 
which must precede the next formal attempt to 
stabilize European forces. 


NOMINATING JUDGES. 
The revision of the primary law permits county 
committeemen to nominate judges. There will be 
some elections in which nomination with organiza- 
tion support will be equivalent to election. The 
county committee, with the power to nominate, in 
séme cases will have virtually the power of appoint- 
ment. | 
One purpose of this law was to relieve judges 
of the necessity of making the expensive primary | 
campaigns, but the remedy seems worse than the 
ill.- The law ought to be repealed, even if the 
situation as it was before were in need of correc- 


r 


Voters will Hot take as much pains to keep the 
county committees representative of the best order 
ag they will take to keep the judiciary as it should 
be. If the county committees are not right the 


judges will not be right. The risk is entirely too 


great. The law may work well occasionally, but 
it cannot be relied upon to work well dependably. 


CRIME ON THE RUN. 

There is relief in the crime news—a little. 
“Sonny”’ Dunn wants justice in some county 
other than Cook, the professional bondsmen have 
veen pulled up short, and murders show a falling 
off. 

[In the last weeks of February forty-two prison- 
ers were released on parole, twenty-five forfeited 
their bonds, and sixty-one were released on bondg. 
This is the situation the courts are confronting. 
When “Sonny” Dunn begins to worry about what 
may happen to him in a Chicago court the times 
are improving. 

The tightening up on professional bondsmen may 

have caused Dunn to worry, but it came too late 
to annoy Ben Lieberman, who has forfeited his 
bonds of $100,000. Lieberman is accused of rob- 
bing a Jewel shop. It might be interesting to know 
what reputable citizen was willing to stake $100,- 
000 on the honor of a man accused of robbery. And 
it might also be interesting to know whether this 
citizen is going to pay over to the state the $100,- 
000 thus forfeited. “ 
_ A great list of bondsmen, many of them sureties 
for a half dozen accused persons, has been pre- 
sented to the grand jury. The grand jury is try- 
ing to find out if justice has been obstructed. 
When a bondsman can schedvle the same property 
a dozen times for the freedom of a dozen prisoners, 
each bond calling for more money than the prop. 
erty is worth, and, furthermore, when a!) these 
prisoners forfeit these said bonds and the bonds- 
man still retains his property together with all the 
fees he has collected for signing the aforemen.

JUSTICE TO CIVIL SERVANTS. 


civil service retirement, bill of Senator Sterling. 


This act of justice and expediency has been too 
long delayed. The old age of faithful public serv- 
ants should be provided for. None is overpaid. In 
fact, the rising cost of living during the last ten 
years has not been met by increases in pay and 
the result therefore has been an actual decrease. 

Senator Sterling's bill provides that the govern- 
ment shall contribute 62.3 per cent of the fund re- 
quired and the employé 37.7 per cent. This is op- 
posed in the senate and an alternative plan urged 
under which the employé would be required to 
contribute the whole amount needed. We do not 
think the latter plan is either expedient or just. 
Compensation of civil service is very moderate and 
has not advanced and is never likely to advance 
with cost of living advances. Under the most favor- 
able conditions it will lag behind a rising living 
cost. It is also true, we believe, that the type or 


is not compensated as well in civil service as the 
same quality is in private industry. 

We ought to follow a policy which will draw into 
our government service energetic and efficient 
workers, not men and women without ambition in 
search of a secure tenure and easy conditions. It 
is economy to make civil service attractive to the 
able and energetic. Good pay, security, promotion 
on just terms, provision for sickness and for old 
age should be the foundation of our policy. It is 
not economy to scrimp and exploit and neglect our 
public servants, as we are apt to do. 

“We think the postoffice employés have been 
especially ill used. They are a fine body of men 
who are often overworked and generally underpaid. 
The government should do them belated justice. 

Senator Sterling’s bill provides for retirement at 


*| the ages of 60, 62, or 65, according to the nature of 


employment. The minimum pension is fixed at 
$180 a year,/the maximum at $720, the average 
being about $610, surely a moderate provision. 
Pensions will also be paid upon retirement for dis- 
ability and contributions will be returned in case. 
of resignation from the service. | 

We hope this measure, at least in substance, wil! 
be enacted at the present session. It is an economy 
measure in the true sense. Expediency as well as 
justice demands it. 


REMAKE THE FORESTS. 

One tree, put in the ground as a shoot, ought to 
return $100 in twenty years. This may be regarded 
as far fetched economy. In fact, it is a 100 per cent 
investment. 

It is a 100 per cent investment because great 
areas of cut over timber land and poor, soil are 
practically waste in the central west. It is a 100 
per cent investment because the sole outlay con- 
sists in one simple act of setting out the young 
tree. Thd trees take care of their own growing, 
require no harvesting, work night and day, and in 
the end return a valuable dividend. 

From the resolutions adopted by the tristate 


forestry conference we find that there are 4,000 
wood using industries in the three states of Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio. The main source of supply for 
these industries is in the central west. If wood 
production decreases it will be necessary for these 
mantUfacturers to move nearer the source of supply 
or pay an increased price for their raw product. . 

In the three states named there are employed 
approximately 300,000 persons in various wood- 
working industries. There is invested some $700.,- 
000,000. This gives an idea of the importance of 
reforestation. It opens to the farmer an opportu- 
nity to develop his useless tracts into productivity. 

The state should discourage the removal of tim- 
ber except for purposes of production. The various 
agricultural societies should preach forestation for 
general community advancement if not for profit. 
Many a waste corner can be turned to advantage 
by the setting out of a few shoots. 

The Cook county forest preserve should be an ex- 
amplé to all the counties of the state. Reforesta- 
tion if scientifically carried out over the whole 
country ought to maintain the balance between sup. 
ply and demand.

QUESTION ocea$ionally asked of 
this department is the number of 
hospital beds which a cOmmunity 

should have. 

The answer must be based first on the 
size of the community. Dr. Hornsby 
gives the proper geecid 9 as 1 to each 
200. J. J. Weber, reporting for a com- 
mittee of the New York State Charities 
Aid association, advised 1 bed for each 
600, or 31-3 beds for each 1,900. ; 

The New York s&tudy was made in 
Poughkeepsie. Investigation showed that 
10 per cent of the population’ of a cer- 
tain district .were sicR in each year. 
Of this number, over one-third had, in- 
adequate médical care at their homes 
and presumably would have been better 
cared for at hospitals. The report says 
that the figure 10 per cent ts a low one, 
investigations made elsewhere having 
shown rates as high as 17.8 per cent and 
20.6 per cent. In another investigation 
of 1,600 sick in Poughkeepsie it was de- 
termined that 28 per cent could not have 
been adequately cared for in their homes.

982. The average was 535. 

However, it is wise to take other fac- 
tors into consideration. A city with a 
large industrial population needs more 
hospital bed capacity than one of the 
residential type. A city in which many 
people live in flats and tenements must 
have a large quota. A city to which siek 
} people flock for any reason must have a 
‘large proportion, because so many of 
{ts hogpital beds are constantly occupied 
by outsiders. 

For example, Boston serves as a hos- 
pital bed supply for a good part of New 
England. Many cities located in the 
mountains give the only available hos- 
pital accommodations and almost the 
only possibility of home care, nursing, 
and medical service for the population 
living within a radius of 150 miles. 
Rochester, Minn., could not get along at 
all with the total of 100 hospital beds 
which its population resident is entitled 
to. 


On the other hand, certain other fac- 
tors operate to lessen the hospital re- 
quirements of a community. A city of

No One Is Hurt in Senate 


Inquiry Reports. 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—The 
Wrangle over awards to navy officers 
of war decorations drew nearer a con- 


clusion tonight whn Chairman Page 


of the senate naval committee made 
public the trio of reports the investi- 
gators of the subcommittee produced. 

The three Kepublican members 
Joined in the majority report, which 

‘ gharply criticized Secretary Daniels in 
@ome respects, while the two Demo- 
crats submitted individual reports de- 
fending the secretary’s course-and di- 
recting their attack, in turn, at Rear 
Admiral William 8S. Sims, the Tnost 
prominent figure in the controversy 
stirred up over navy medals and 
erosses. 

In one respect the three reports are 
unique. They are a%reed on two points, 
that no permanent harm has come to 
naval morale as a result of the awards 
or the controversy, and that enlisted 
men received too small a share of rec- 
ognition for their services. 

Secretary Daniels Criticized. 

The majority report, signed by Sen- 

.gtors Hale, McCormick and Poindex- 
ter, arraigns Mr. Daniels for not hav- 
ing fully advised officers as to his plans 
in making awards, and asserts that 
his policy of decorating officers who 
lost ships would be detrimental to the 
navy. 

Senator Pittman in the first minor- 
ity report, characterized the investiga- 
tion as a tempest in a teapot “too ri- 
diculous to be mentioned in connec- 
tion with the morale of a fighting 
navy.” 


In the second minority report Sen-| 


ator Trammell declared flatly that 


navy morale had not been harmed, as | 


Admiral Sims had contended, and as- 


gerted that Mr. Daniels followed es- |

TAINTED SALMON 


Congress Is Considering 
Prosecution. 


(By A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Spe- 
cial. }J—Why was the salmon pack of 
1918, commandeered for the army, 


‘wrned back to the packers in June, 


1919, on a basis which produced mil- 
ions of profits for them, and why were 
the camners who put up spoiled fish 
py thousands of cases not prosecuted? 

These are the main lines of inquiry 


- followed in the investigation of army 


salmon contracts by the Reavis sub- 
committee on expenditures in the war 
department. Criminal prosecution of 
the canners is threatened. 

Thinks Government Has Case. 

Dr. Car! L. Alsberg, chief of the 
United States bureau of chemistry, has 
testified that in his opinion a clear 
case exists against a number of can- 
ners, primcipally those operating in 


Alaska, chemists having determined| , 


that the bad salmon was tainted, or 
worse, when canned. 
Army officers have testified that 


|| eomplaints about canned salmon re- 


ceived at the army camps began early 
in 1919, and increased until it became 
apparent a large quantity of tainted 
fish was included in the army rations. 
Under the contract of purchase the 
army could turn back bad salmon up 
to July 1, 1919, but there was no way 
to tell what was good and what was 
bad. This led up to the _ so-called 

“reclamation” contracts of Juné, 
which now form a principal element of 
controversy. 

Where the Profit Came In. 

Under these contracts the canners 
took back all the salmon at the prices 
paid by the government, which were 
described as tentative, but decreased 
by an allowance of from 32 to 40 cents 
per case for recasing, remarking, and 
relabeling, and the government also 
agreed to pay the freight to any point 
of shipment, the bureau of chemistry 
agreeing to inspect the salmon and 
give a release when it found the goods 
fitfor shipment. The government also 
gave free storage for six months and 
charged no interest. 

The testimony developed that the al- 


 Jowances made to the canners amount- 


ed to a gratuity, as the cases were not 
actually remarked and rehandled. The 
freight has run to a handsome sum, 
not yet determined, but in many cases 
the government paid for shipping eed 
way across the continent.

1918. ‘Russia had gone Bolshevik 
and was negotiating a disastrous peace with the Teutons, 


Italy was struggling to recover from a defeat which left

Lord Rhondda, Food Control- 
er of Great Britain, cabled to Washington: 


“Unless America can increase,in January the 


' quantity of supplies sent in December, I am unwilling 


to guarantee that the allied nations can hold out.”” 


VER here there was'a coal famine, with heatless days, 
lightless nights, gasless Sundays and workless Mon- 

days. The worst blizzard in fifty years, accompanied by 
weather below zero, had overwhelmed the country. More 
than 200 ships lay idle in New York Harbor, waiting to 
carry supplies to our Allies. The railroads were so badly 
congested that a freight embargo had to be declared on all 
The 
ruin of civilization impended if foodstuffs could not be moved. 

We kept our trains moving in spite of the weather. 
Our cars carried a good proportion of the food and muni- 
tions and coal needed to win the war. It was a victory 
over the worst conditions of a generation. 

What our lines did in that emergency, we can do again 
and for the same reason. We have the morale, the men 
and the tracks necessary for serving the public even under 
extreme difficulties.

| PROTECTING TREES | 


| BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
One worry of the orchardist in the 


late frosts. 

The use of fire pots is now generally 
accepted as the most effective method 
of protecting orchards against late 
frosts. The injury occurs usually dur- 
ing the blossoming season. 


Fuel oil is easily handled, may be 
stored conveniently, and for this rea- 
son horticulturists consider it a more 
satisfactory fuel than wood. Coal also 
is used. Another method is to smudge 
with smoldering damp straw. This 
creates a dense smoke and warms the 
air. Do not allow the straw to blaze. 

Two or three fire pots under each 
tree are better than one large one. 
Pots wide across the top are preferred. 
The object, of course, is to keep the 
air warm so the fruit buds will not be 
injured, but a blazing fire should al- 
ways be avoided. The lower branches 
are frequently damaged when the fire 
is allowed to blaze. Fiat sheet iron 
covers held in place with a rock will 
keep water out of the fuel. If water 
gets into the pots the fuel will boil 
over and the fire will be scattered over

Art of Moiseiwitsch 
at Piano Provides 
Satisfying Recital 
BY W. L. HUBBARD. 
One of the most thoroughly enjoy- 


able and satisfying piano recitals given: 


here this season was that of Benno 
Moiseiwitsch yesterday in Orchestra 
hall. The audience was not large, but 
it was warmly appreciative and not 
only recalled the player until he gave 
three additional selections at the close 
of the program, but also obliged him 
to repeat several of the numbers in- 
cluded in the list itself. 


It was a program of uncommon at-| 


tracti and interest. Beginning 
with the Bach Prelude in C, it con- 
tained the Chopin B flat minor Sonata, 
& group of seven shorter compositions 
by Russian, French, and Finnish writ- 
ers and all of value, and closed with 
the Liszt “ Will o’ the Wisp,” the fa- 
miliar “ Love Dream,” and the “ Ven- 
ice and Naples” Tarantella. 


Mr. Moiseiwitsch is a pianist who im- 
proves upon acquaintance. Not that 
he lacks qualities that attract when 
first heard, for he has them in goodly | 
measure. But he is not sensational in| 


his methods, there is nothing freakish | 
about his appearance or his manner, , 
and he plays with such consummate) 


ease that all sense of difficulty—that 
suggestion which wins the large ma- 
jority of concert patrons more quickly 
than all elsee—is wanting. 

But the oftener he is heard the bet- 
ter he is liked and the more thoroughly 
he is enjoyed. For the solid musician- 
ship, the exquisite taste, the fine sen- 
timent and genuine poetry, and the 
absolute technical supremacy which 
characterize and distinguish ali he does 
can but imprese ever more deeply the 
true lover of music, and also is not 
without its effect on the merely casual 
listener. Moiseiwitsch is an artist— 
an artist of highest, finest kind, and 
aj] that he does rings artistically true 
and sincere. 


The Chopin Sonata he read with rare 
tonal loveliness and with a poetry and 
sane manly sentiment that made it the 
beautiful dramatic peem it is. Of the 
group of shorter pieces peculiarly ad- 


}mirable were the dark colored, appeal- 


ing B minor Prelyde of Rachmaninoff, 
Palmgren’s simple and true “Cradle 
Song,”’ and the same composer's quaigt 
“ Bird Song,” which had to be repeat- 
ed, and the Ravel “Play of the Wa 
ters,” which was as tonally fluidic as 
it was shimmeringly chromatic. ‘ 

The Debussy Toccata and the Stra- 
vinsky F sharp Study were technical 
displays of dazzling brilliancy and the 
Liszt “ Will o’ the Wisp” and “ Taran- 
tella” were splendid examples of pi- 
anistic bravour made subservient to 
poetic imagination and fine musical 
taste, while the “ Love Dream ” became 
a song that stilled and held all who 
heard.
